Y of Bavagh, A.D. 1627; their Army conſiſted of 
60,000 ; it was commanded by Stephen Tudiner, 4

omit to hint at the beautiful Story of Mr. Edmond a 
Baxter, and Son of a Baxter in Stirling, who ſhew'd 
ſuch unparallell'd Valour in the Swediſh Wars, under 
the Command of that Immortal Thunderbolt of War, 
Guſtavus Adolphus, that he became a General.

HE metropolitan city of Scotland, by ſome 
biſtorians, (as Buchanan obſerves) either 
thro” ignorance or ill-will, called Varia 

| - Doro8os4, the Doleful Valley; by the 
Pictiſh records, CasTRUM PUELLARUM, the Maiden- 
caſtle, from its royal and impregnable caſtle, built by 
Cruthenus Camelon, king of the Picts, where the 
daughters of the Pictiſn kings were kept working at 
their needles till married ; which, for ſtrength, and 
command of proſpect, may challenge precedency of 
the beſt in Britain. Some of the antient Scots called 
it CasTRUM ALLATUMN, others DUNEDINUM, and 
the latter EDI Nx uu, which we render Edinburgh: 
Tis ſituated on the declining of an hill; from whence 
ſhe views her tributary river Forth, encompaſs d about 
with fertile fields, ſpacious paſtures, and goodly gar- 
dens, grown by degrees in ſuch magnificence of buil- 
dings, as to ſtand in competition with any in Europe; 
and juſtly merits the encomium Dr. Arthur Johnſton 
beſtowed upon her ;

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That Edinburgh may view the heavens at will, 
"Tis built upon a lofty ring hill. 
The fields and rivers, which her hand-maids be, 
She thence views, and the tributary fea : 
And when the fun diſplays her morning- light, 
The palace doth preſent itſelf to ſight. 
That princely dwelling under Arthur-ſeat, 
Adorn'd by moſt ingenious art of late : 
Towards the welt the gloriots caſtle ſtands ; 
Which with its thunder gi eth loud commands. 
Each citizen hath ſuch en, that it

The threats of foes do not make them diſinay'd, 
Nor need they be of their aſſaults afraid. 
Sure, for a kingly city, none can wiſh

*Tis not only beautiful, but antient, tho' the time 
when it was founded, is not eaſily diſcovered. The 
magiſtrates of Edinburgh, in their congratulatury ha- 
rangue to king James VI. of Scotland, and I. of Eng- 
land, recorded in the Muſes Welcome to that prince, 
aſſert, It was builded by Ferguſius, the firft founder of 
this kingdom, three hundred and thirty years before 
the incarnation of Chriſt. | 

In our fierce and frequent wars with the Pitts, Danes, 
Romans and Engliſh, this city was fo often deſtroyed, 
her monuments and charters loſt, that her original 
cannot well be documented. The firſt charter I find 
in her favours, is granted by king Alexander J. fur- 
named The Good, and the ſecond by his ſucceſſor St. 
David. Tis generally agreed upon, that it was made 
a burgh royal 5 king William I. in whoſe reign a fer 


vour of devotion, encouraged by pope Urban II. ſciz'd 
the ſpirits of the princes and cavaliers of Europe, un- 
der the command of Godfrey of Bulloigne, to reſcue 
Paleſtine, and the city of Jeruſalem out of the * 


ſterity. Therefore he incu 


edificenter muri Jeruſalem. 


of Saladine, and to pluck the ſepulchre of Jeſus from 
the poſſeſſion of the Infidels. The zealous pontiff was 
afflicted, that the Holy Land, the City of God, the 
Inheritance of Jelus, Gould be ſullied by Infidels, Sa- 
racens and Turks; who, in ſome meaſure might be 
ſaid to have driven our Lord from his capital, that 
the croſs, the glory and ornament of crowned heads, 
ſhould be trampled upon by the vileſt of Adam's po- 

ſeated the neceflity of ta- 
king arms, and united all the powers of chriſtendom; 
aud, to whet their courage, promiſed to thoſe that 
would join in this holy ſervice, a plenary indulgence, 
that is, a remiſſion of all penanccs impoſed by con- 


' teflors. 


Vaſt numbers of Scots mechanicks having followed 
to this holy war, took with them a Banner, bearing 
this inſcription out of Pſalm li. In bona volurtate tua 
Upon their returning 
home, and glorying that they were amongſt the for- 
tunate, who placed the Chriſtian ſtandard of the croſs 
m the place that Jeſus Chriſt had conſecrated with his 
blood, they dedicated this Banner, which they ſtil'd, 
© The banner of the Holy Ghoſt,” to St. Eloi's altar 
in St. Giles's church in Edinburgh; which, from its 
colour, was called, The Blue Blanket. 

Tho' none of our hiſtorians mention the original 
inſtitution of the Blue Blanket, nor is there any vou- 
chers for it, ſaving old imperfect manuſcripts ; yet, 
*tis highly probable, it had its riſe from the Croiſade, 
or Holy War; for Monſieur Chevereau in his hiſtory 
of the world, tells us, that Scotland was engaged in 
that war, and fold or mortgaged their eſtates for that: 
expedition; and that ſhewas amongſt the moſt forward 
nations in it. Pere Maimbourg, Hiſloire des Gro; ades, 
informs us, that the knights of St. Lazarus, an order 
of men educate to the holy war, were numerous every 
where, but eſpecially in Scotland and France; as a- 
pears by the charters and grants of Princes in their fa- 
B 3 ours; 
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yours : and the diſtinftive croſſes they wore evince, 
that the Scots were as forward, gallant, and zealous 
in the ſervice, as any of their neighbours. 

Our hiſtories bear, that a great many of the Scots 
went to that war, under the command of Allan, Lord 
great Steward of Scotland ; and they, with their 
confederates, got poſſeſſion of Jeruſalem in 1099. 

When Saladine prevailed againſt the chriſtian arms, 

William, king of Scotland, aſſiſted the war with mo- 
ney, and ſent ſupplies of men to the meritorious action, 
under the command of David his brother, and that 
five thouſand Scots had their ſhare in the malheurs and 
ſucceſſes of that unfortunate enterprize. And, if we 
may believe Boethius in Vita Gul. the renowned ci 
Ptolomais was taken by the good conduct of Earl Da- 
vid, brother to the king of Scots, aun log t, aud 
that the chriſtian intelligencer was one Oliver a Scotſ- 
man. 

This Blue Blanket, whoſe. original I have endea- 
voured to dilcover, was, in the dark times of popery, 
held in ſuch religious veneration, that, whenever me- 
chanicks were artfully wroaght upon by the clergy 
to diſplay their Holy Colours, it ſerved for many uſes, 
and they never failed of ſucceis in their attempts: 
which is not to be wondered at ; for, as the learned 
and judicious Dr. Abercromby obſerves in the Lite of 
St. David, king of Scotland, ſpeaking of the battle 
of the Standard, So good a ule have churchmen in 
all known to make of religious pageantries, 
and ſo much have the vulgar been miſled into the 
© belief of heavenly protection, by the leger-de-main 
tricks of ſpiritual guides, who, while they have no 
bother view but to gratify their private paſſions, mu- 

ſter the deluded people into rebellio 
Faving accounted for the original of the order of 
the Blue Blanket, I may infer, That tis as antient, and 
more hoyourable than the Engliſh order of the Garter, 
the zuſtitution whereof, ſome aſcribe to a garter fall-

ner in the king's hoſt. 
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ing occaſionally from the counteſs of Salisbury; tho? 
ohm affirm, the Garter was given in teſtimony of 
that bond of love whereof the knights and fellows of 
it were to be tied to one another, and all of them to 
the king. And others make it yet more anticnt, giv” 
ing it the ſame original with the Blue Blanket, relat- 
ing, That, when king Richard I. of England was at 
war againſt the Turks and Saracens in the holy land, 
the tediouſneſs whereof began to diſcourage his ſoldiers, - 
he, to. quicken their courage, tied about the legs of 
ſeveral choice knights a garter, or ſmall thong of lea- 
ther, the only ſtuff he had at hand, that, as the Ro- 
mans uſed to beſtow crowns and garlands for encou- 
ragement, ſo this might provoke them to ſtand toge- 
ther, and fight valiantly for their king. #5 
The cratts of Edinburgh having this order of the 
Blanket to glory in, may juſtly take upon them the 
title of KNIGHTS OF THE BLANKET, or, ChEVA- 
LIERS OF ARMS : for, as the learned Skene, De ver- 
borum ſignificatione, in his Title Banrents, obſerves, 
That banrents are called Chevaliers of Arms, or, 
knights, who, obtaining great honours and dignities, 
have power and privileges granted to them by the 
king to raiſe and lift up a Banner, with a company of 
men of weir, either horſe or foot ; which cannot be 
done by any fave Baronets, without the King's ſpecial 
licence, as Paſquiers, Lib. 2. Des rechercheres de la 
France, Ch. 9. Fol. 100, by ſundry arguments proves,; 
and Dr. Smith, in his treatiſe of the Common-wealth 
of England, Lib. 1. Ch 17. informs us, That knights 
Banrcuts are allow'd to diſplay their arms on a Ban- 


As the knights of St. George have their meeting at 
Windfor-caſtle, and theſe of the Thiſtle in the royal 
palace of Holy-rood-houſe, ſo the knights of the 
Blanket have theirs at St, Eloi (who was a French 
biſhop, and their guardian) his altar, to which they

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The trades being thus confirmed in their privileges 
by the royal ſanction, gave ſuch 2 roof 
of loyalty, that they eſtabliſhed themſelves in 


grace 
and favour of their princes ; and their loyal actions I 
mall trace, beginning with the reign of 


King RosERT BRUCE. 


For many eminent ſervices performed by the crafts 
and other citizens of Edinburgh, contained in a char- 
ter granted by the ſaid King Robert, dated at Car- 
droß, in the 24th year of his reign, He diſpones to the 

voſt, baillies, council and communities of the faid 
— , and their ſucceſſors, the haven of Leith, mills, 
and other pertinents thereof, to be holden of his Ma- 
jelty, and ſucceſſors, als freely, and with the fame 
liberties and commodities, as the fame were enjoyed 
in the time of king Alexander, his predeceſſor, of 
happy memory, for payment of 52 merks. Nor was 
Edinburgh, by her loyal deportment, leſs in favour 
with-his ſucceſſor, . 


Do King RozERT the II. 


In the beginning of his reign, Edinburgh, to fpeak 
properly, was not the capital city of Scotland, being 
only a {mall burgh eg gy made Walſingbame, and 
other hiſtorians of theſe times, call it a village) the 
houſes of which, becauſe they were fo often expoſed 
to incurſions from England, being thatch'd, for the 
moſt part, with ſtraw and turf, and then burnt, or 
demoliſhed, were with no- great difficulty repaired : 
for, in antient times, the Highlands were properly the 
Scots kings territories, till the Pits were expelled, - 
who had Edinburgh, and the Lothians in ellion, 
in the reign of King Kenneth II. anno 8 39: but the 
loyalty of the citizens, impregnable ſtrength of the 
caſtle, and the NY of the abbay of Holy- 
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rood-houſe, in the royal chappel whereof his corps is 
interred, invited the King to dwell, and hold his par- 
liament there. From this proceeded a great concourſe 
of people, who were of courſe obliged to reſort to 
it, and occaſioned theſe magnificent, but too coſtly 
ſtructures, with which it is fiance crowded. But the 
loyalty of this city of Edinburgh was more remark- 
able in the reign of e 


King James III. 


who having offended his nobles, - for advancing Robert 
Cochran, a maſon, to the dignity of ſecretary of 
ſtate, and creating him earl of Mar; James Hommel, 
a taylor, and one Leonard, a ſmith, to extraordina- 
Ty favour, and places of truſt, ſo incens'd the antient 
peerage for ennobling theſe muſhrooms, ſprung from 
the dreg of the people, quarreling the kings arbitrary 
power, in diſpenſing theſe honours, and marſhallin 
thoſe perſons whom he had advanced to theſe high 
dignities, that, in an impetus of paſſion, they hang d 
Cochran carl of Mar over the bridge of Lauder, and 
rais'd ſuch violent emotions in the ſtate, that his ma- 
jeſty, for ſecurity of his royal perſon, was forced to 
ſhelter himſelf in Edinburgh caſtle. During his con- 
finement there, the Engliſh, with whom he was at 
war, having march'd to Edinburgh, and there being 
a treaty betwixt the Scots and them, of the 2d Au- 
1482 ; the next day after this ceſſation, Alexand- 
er duke of Albany the king's brother, importun'd by 
the prayers and tears of the queen, for the king's li- 
berty, by the aſſiſtance of William Bartrem , provoſt 
of Edinburgh *, and with him the whole community 
.and incorporations of crafts-men, intirely loving their 
king, ras yy devoted to his ſervice, loyally, and gene- 
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rouſly oblig'd themſelves to repay to that king, the ſums 
of money depurs'd by him in view of the marriage be- 

twixt the duke of Rotheſiy and his diughter the lady 
Cecil: or, if the · xing did yet incline” that the mar- 
riage ſhould be compleated, they undertook, for 

their ſovereign Lord: the King of Scotland, that 
he ſhould concur, conform to his former obligation, 
providing that their ſaid ſovereign lord, or the lords 
of his council, or. the ids provoſt and burghers were 
informed of the king of England's pleaſure and elec- 
tion upon the matter, by the firft of All Saints next 
to come. And the ſaids citizens ſurprized and ſtorm'd 
the cattle of Edinburgh; and, to the great dilſatif-- 

faction of the rebellious nobles, {et their ſovereign 
at the liberty. Theſe ſurpriting inſtances of loyalty 
and valour, tor which they ſhall be had in everlaſting 
remembrance, . procured from the king a grant of ma- 
ny new privileges, contained in a patent, which they 
dall their Gol DpEN CHARTER, dated 1482; parti- 
cularly the magiſtrates are made heritable ſheriff 


within the ſaid burgh, and liberties of the fare. And 


another charter from their ſaid fovercign lord, in fa- 


yours of the {aid provoſt, baillies, council and com- 


munities of the {aid burgh, and their ſucceſſors for 
ever, of all the cuſtoms of the haven of Leith, and 
road of the ſame, dated 16th November 1482; and 

a confirmation of a charter and infeftment granted by 
Sir Robert Logan of Reſtalrig to them, of all the paſ- 

ſages and ways leading to the haven and harbour of 
Leith, and from the fame ; containing divers liberties 
and immunities. 

Indeed they very well deſerved the favours beſtowed 
on them: for tis certain that upon the king of Eng- 
land's ſending his ſervant, the Garter King at Arms, 
to let them know, that, for ſeveral great cauſes and 
conliderations, he had intirely refuſed to comply with 
the marriage betwixt the duke of Rotheſay and his 
daughter, they repaid all the money, amounting to

6000 merks; which he deburs'd on that account. 

Having trac'd the Blue Blanket to the origin of 
the Croilade, from 'whence it undoubtedly- had its 
riſe, I cannot paſs over in ſilence the honour put upon 
it by this monarch, who was the firſt that gave it the 
civil ſanction, not thinking the above donatives a fut- 
kcient reward to the loyal crafts, confirmed to them 
all the privileges of the Blue Blanket, which they 
claimed by preicription, or an immemorial poſſeſſion, 
and ordained it to be called in all time coming, THz 
STANDARD OF THE CRAFTS WITHIN BURGH * 
For that king, full of the fpirit that warms the blood of 
abſolute monarchs, highly reſented the treatment Ro- 
dert Cochran, maſon, by fam created earl of Mar, had 
met with by his factious nobles, would needs confer 
this dignity upon the trades, in whom he plac'd his 
ſpecial confidence. The trades, thus honoured, re- 
newed their Banyer ; or, to ſpeak in the language of 
heraulds, their Enſign, by way of Pennon, and the- 
queen with her own hands painted upon it a Saltire, 
or St. Andrew's croſs, a Thiſtle, an Imperial Crown, 
and an Hammer, with the following inſcription. 


Fear Gop, and honour the king, 
With a long life, and proſperous reign, 
And we, the Trades, ſhall ever pray. 


The crafts having now not only the croſs, but the 
erown on their enſign, were as firmly perſuaded of 
ſucceſs in all their pnblick a&ings, as Conſtantine the 
Great, the firſt Chriſtian emperor, in the year 306, 
of defeating the tyrant Maxcntius, when, at noon- 
day, he ſaw a luminous croſs in the air, with theſe. 
words in Greek, 

In Hoc $1GNO VINCES. 


The old nobility and gentry were exceedingly 
nettled at the proceedings of the king, to re-eſtab- 


lich his authority; but in the judgment of wo ry 
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loyal men, very unjuſtly; For, the foundation of all 
obedience to ſuperiors, are rewards and puniſhments ; | 
and royalty is an invention ef divine wiſdom, for the 
happineſs of ſubjects; and kings, being common fa- 
thers to their people, -are to reward virtue wherever - 
they find it ; tis their duty to do it, and. the promiſe 
of the King of kings, that they ſhall do it, © He

For, during the wars twixt him and the earl of 
Northumberland, Jobm Armſtrang, chief of a gang of 
thieves, was inticed by the king's officers, to have re- 
courſe to the king, who had written a letter to him 
with his royal hand, to attend him at his palace of 
Hally-rood-houſe : The king hearing a diſtin ac- 
count of the crimes he was guilty of, ordained him 
to be committed to goal, and ſuffer, with his accom- 


pliſhes, according to law. This notorious high-way- | 


man, with the aſſiſtance of his followers, drew upon 
the king in his chamber of audience, who was, with 
much diſheulty, reſcued by the courtiers and their at- 
tendants, mY continued in their hoſtilities, deſigning 
to have murdered every foul in the royal palace, till 
it was noiſed in the city of Edinburgh, That the king 
was in imminent danger of being cut off by the hands 
of bloody ruffians: The crafts of the city roſe, and 
flew every one of the aſſaſſins. The ſtory is preſerv'd 
in memory, not ſo much by our hiſtorians, who pive 
but a faint account of it, as a ballad compiled by one 
of the greateſt poets of that age. .

Having trac'd the loyal actions of the Citizens, 
ally the Crafts of Edinburgh, thro* the reigns 
of leveral S5yereigns ; before I proceed to the reign 
of Queen Mary, I muſt take notice of the pious 
donations of an eminent Citizen of Elinburgh, 
Mtrcnatr Macquaan, and his Spouſe, in favours 
of the HamMerMEN, (who dedicated and conſe- 
crated the BLUE BLANKET to St. ELo1's 
Altar in St. Gri.zs's 1 for founding of the 
MacpaLen Chapel, where they now meet; which 
is contain'd in the following Charter: 
" K Bp all and ſundry, to whois knowledge thir 
* preſents fall come, and be ſeen, Peer 
Rx NE, relict, executrix, and only intromiſſatrix, 
with the guds and gear of umquhil Michael Mac- 
quhan, burges of Edinburgh, wiſhing peace in our 
Lord, makes known by thir preſents, That when 
© the ſaid Michael was greatly troubled with an

of hoſpital at no time, and chiefly in the night- 


time; and that one of the ſaid feven poor men, 


weekly, in his own turn, ſhall be janitor, who ſhall 
open and ſteik the gates thereof, and ſhall make 
clean the ſaid chapel and common houſe thkEreof 
every day, and keep it honeſt-from all-filth. And 
if it chance that the ſaid Janitor be ſick for the 
time, that he cannot do it, then ane other of the

The above fundamental charter, in favours of the 
Magdalen hoſpital, is ſwelled with the popiſh doctrine 
of merit, and pives us a true repreſentation of the chi- 
canry of Romith prieſts, who, to fill their coffers, and 
make their kitchens ſmoke, ſet heaven itſelf to fale. 
The avarice of church-men in theſe dark times, as 
the learned Sir George M*kenzie in his printed plead- 
ings obſerves, was ſo extravagant, that the legiſ- 
lature in Germany, Denmark and other countries, 
tax'd the Quotas of pious donations, leſt the people, 
decoy'd by their prieſts to purchaſe heaven, ſhould 
have ſtarv'd themſelves upon carth. 1

The Crafts, who bchav'd fo loyally before they 


were incorporate, and form'd into ſocietics, continu- 


ed to flouriſh in their Sovereign's favours, and were 


warm'd with beams from the throne. A ſignal in- 
ſtance of their fidelity to King IMES V. I cannot 
mis to relate. The Crown being debitor to the 
town of Edinburgh in vaſt ſums, for which ſhe had 
not only the ſecmity of the government, but the per- 
ſonal obligations of the Monarch; wearied with dit- 

| | ; appointments, 
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appointments, and the merchants murmuring for want 


or payment from the town, to whom they had given 


conſiderable loans, for the behoof of the publick ; the 
magiſtrates and merchants, in concert, raifed a Mob, 
and gave directions to the Ring-leaders, what, and 
how tar to act, to inſult the King as he was paſſing 
the ftreets to the Parliament-houſe ; who, after a 
ſcuffle with his guards, violently ſciz d upon his Sacred 
Majeſty, and thruſt him within the walls of their 
common goal. Some of his Majeſty's retinue having 
alarm'd the Deacons of Crafts with what had hap- 
pen'd, the Trades inftantly conveen'd, and unani- 
mouſly agreed, That their Enſign ſhould be diſplay'd, 
for convocating the Lieges, to reſcue their captive 
Monarch ; which was accordingly done, and foon 
procur'd the King to be liberate, whom they ſafely 
convey'd to his Royal Palace of Hor y Roop- 
Hovuse. The Magiſtrates, who had hounded eut 
the Mob, dreading the conſequence of their traiterous 
actings, and knowing the weak Side of Cuthbert, the 
Deacon-Conveener, who headed the Trades, brib'd 
him with a luſty Purſe of Gold, to betray his Truſt. 
The King next morning ſent for Cuthbert, (whom 
he call'd his faithful General), and told him, He 
& had a grateful Remembrance of the LoYALTY 
ce and Valour of his faithful Subjects the Trades of 
© EDINBURGH, and was reſolved to confer ſome 
% remarkable Token of Favour upon them.“ 
Cuthbert, well inſtructed by the Magiſiracy and 
Merchant-Conncil how to behave, Anſwered, | 
&« May it pleaſe your Excellent Majeſty, Ne your 
& obliged and devoted Servants, the Trades of Edin- 
« burgh, did nothing but what was our bounden Duty : 
« But ſince your Majeſty is graciouſly pleaſed, not 
« only to remember, but reward our dutiful Beha- 
% pour, I preſume, in name of my Brethren, to 
ce beſeech your Sacred Majeſty, to make your moſt 
&« faithful and loyal Servants, the Trades of Edin-

© burgh, in all Time ccming, free of that toilſome 
% Affair of being Magiſtrates of the Burgh, and let 
« the difloyal Merchants be henceforth loaded with 
« the Office.” 

The King ſurpriz'd with the Supplication, gave a 
ſmile, and faid, © Cuthbert, Itiſhall be done.” 

The man's treachery was ſoon blown about, to 
the amazement of the incorporations, who found, 
that their loyalty, which they juſtly expected would 
have advanced their intereſt, as it did their honour, 
had turned to their real detriment : and therefore 
they applied to the courtiers, to repreſent to his ma- 
jeſty how villainouſly they had been betraycd. As 
on as the king was informed, he commanded the 
Crafts to lay their demands before him, which they 
accordingly did in a ſhort memorial, craving his ma- 
jelty. would be pleaſed to confirm all their ancient 
Privileges of the BLUE BLANKET. His Ma- 
jeſty graciouſly received their Petition; and not only 
granted their requeſt, corroborating all former Grants 
and Privilegess by.immemorial poſſeſſion, but confi- 
derably enlarged its authority; declaring, - “ That 
Whenever they diſplay'd their Enſign of the BLU 
« BLANKET, either in defence of the Crown, or 
Crafts, all Craftimen in Scotland, and Soldiers in 
the King's pay, who had been educate in a Trade, 
© ſhould repair to THAT Standard, and fight under 
«© the command of their General.” Thus did that 
excellent Monarch reward LOYALTY ; and the 
ireacherous Conveener was murder'd at the North- 


Loch, near a Well, yet known by the Name of 


Cuthbert's-Well. . 

This was. certainly the higheſt Honour the King 
£ould, put upon the Crafts: For a Standard hath 
been eſteemed fo in all ages. Hence the Scripture 


expreſſes the ſtrength and power of the church by a 


Standard, Cart. vi. 4. Thou art beautiful, O my 


Lore, as Tirzah, comely as:Jeru/alem, terrible as an 


army 


a. 
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army with Banners : And the Love and Favour of 
God, Cant. ii. 4. He brought me into the banqueting- 
houſe, and his Banner over me was Love. . Cant, v. 
10, according the Hebrew Text, My Beloved is the 
Standard-bearer among ten thouſand ; which our 
tranſlators very defectively render, T he Chief among 
ten thouſand. And the antiquity and honour of the 
Standard is more plainly expreſs'd in the book of- 
Numbers ii 2. &c. Fvorry man of the Tribe of I/rac! 
hall pitch his own Standard, with the enſign of their 
father's houſe, far off ; about the tabernacie of the con- 
gregation ſhall they pitch, and on the eaſi ſide, toward 
the riſing of the ſun ſhall they of the Standard of the 
comp cf Fudah pitch throvghout their armies, and Va- 
aſhon the ſon of Amminadab ſhall be Captain of the 
children of Judah. Cu the weſt ſide ſhall be the 
Stendard of the camp of Ephraim, according to their 
armies, aud the Captain of the ſons of Ephraim ſhall 
be Eliſhama the ſon of Ammihnd. The Standard of 
the camp of Dan fhail be on the north ſide, by their 
armies, Rc. | 
As the Almighty has compared the power of his 
church to, and honoured his ſaints with a Standard; 
ſo hath it been the cuſtom in all ages of the world, 
for generous princes, in rewarding valour and noble 
atchievements, to confer a Standard; as Guillim, in 
his diſplay of Herauldry, obſerves, Hungus King of 
Picts gave to his warriors an Enſign, bearing the 
figure of a Croſs, in the faſhion of a Saltire. Philip 
King of France, or (as Favin would have it) Bald- 
win the Firſt, King of Jeruſalem, gave to his follow- 
ers an Enſign, with two red Croſſes united into one; 
and to the Chriſtian merchants of Naples, who fought 
againſt the Saracens for the Chriſtian religion, whom 
he made Knights of Rhodes, now of Malta, a white 
Croſs, to be worn on their left ſhqulder. Reme 
Duke of Anjou, King of Jeruſalem and Sicily, gave 
to his warriors an Enſign of Crimfon Velvet, with a 
E 2 Golden 
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Holden Creſcent, and ennamell'd red, becauſe they 
had been long dy'd in Blood, Arthur, King of the 
Britons, (as Seger remarks), founder of the Order 
of the Round Table, inſtitute the Fraternity of the 
Knights of the Table, in token of Brotherly Love, 
and gave them a Round Table, which yet hangs in 
their caſtle: And, to give no more inſtances, Sir 
John Smith got from King Charles I. the Royal 

Standard which he carried off at the battle of Edge- 
hill, and was knighted under it. | 

Since Kings in all ages have beſtowed the Enſign 
upon well deſerving perſons, we need not wonder 
that the Kings of Scotland, to whoſe B*voil Genero- 
fity is congenial, beſtowed this Standard of the BLUE 

BTLANKET upon Tradeſmen, who rendered them- 

ſelves noble by their actions: As Diogenes ſays, 

Nobleneſ3 of Blood is a Cloak of Sloth, and a Vizard 

of Cowardice ; but immortal is their Fame upon 

whom Princes confer Honours, according to their 

Deſerts, for defending the Holy Church, King, or 

Country. And what Reaſon can be aſſign'd, why 

Tradeſmen ſhould not be advanc'd as well as others, 

fince the greateſt Princes on Earth have bcen Artiſts, 

Henry Peocham tells, That Solyman the Magnifi- 

cent, his Trade was making of Arrows. In Venice, 

every Artificcr is a Magnifico. In the Low Countries, 

Mechanicks are declared Gentlemen, by a grant from 

King Charles V. in conſideration of their ſervices 

during his wars. And to all thoſe who contemn 

Mechanicks who raile themſelves by their Valour, I 

inuſt give the memorable Anſwer of Verduge, a 

Spaniard, and a General in Friezland, to {ume per- 

ſons of quality, who reſented his taking the head of 

the table at * entertainment: Centlemen, 
queeſiion not my Birth, (tho I be the Son of a Hang- 
man), for I am. the Son of my own Deſert and For- 
tune, If any Man do as much as I have done, let 
kim take the Table-head with al! my Heart. 


Thus 
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Thus far have I trac'd the Loyalty of the Crafts 
of Edinburgh, and ſhall now proceed to the Reign 
of 


MARY Queen of Scors. 


During whoſe minority, a controverſy being betwixt 
the magiſtrates of Edinburgh and the Deacons of 
Crafts, tor breaking in upon the Legal Privileges of 
the Incorporations ; this ſo inflam'd the DEacoxs 
of the Trades with a kcen Reſentment, that in the 
Tolbooth of Edinburgh, where the Courts of Juſtice 
then fat, they drew their Swords, demanding Jultice ; 
and, if they had not been reſtrain'd by the King's 
forces, then in the city, whom the magiſtrates call'd 
to their aſſiſtance, they had been all Kill'd on the 
Bench. 

Being thus reliev'd, they eommitted the aſſaſſines, 
as they. term'd them, priſoners to the caſtle of Edin- 
burgh, where they remain'd in cloſe confinement, till 
the ſeveral Incorporations having met in the ablence 
of their Deacons, concluded to relieve them after the 
never-failing method of Dilplaving the BLUE 
BLANKET ; which they did, and thereby con- 
vocated Thouſands of the King's Licges in a very few 
Hours. 

The extraordinary coneourſe of people alarm'd the 
government fo, that the King's Privy Council met 
upon that extraordinary emergent, and reſolved, 
That the Earl of Arran ſhould interpoſe his Royal 
Authority, and ſtop procedure of the Lords of Juſti- 


ciary, before whom a Criminal Proceſs was intented, 


at the inſtance of the {aids magiſtrates of Edinburph, 
againſt the Deacons of Crafts, and to importune the 
differences betwixt them to be ſubmitted to him. 
The wiſe Regent comply'd with the advice, and 
publih'd the tollowing Edict: ;

„. Thus the Crafts defended the Rights and Liberties 


of the BLANKET to the expoling of their Lives; 
for they could not bruik the unjuſt proceedings of the 
magiſtrates, and therefore determined to keep thele 
Privileges intire, which they had obtained by an infi- 
nite multitude of Great Actions. 

I muſt here take occaſion to remove a common ob- 


jection againſt the Authority of the BLUE BLANKET), 


That it never bad any Legal Privileges : For, had 
not the Regent known, that the Crafts were war- 
ranted to diſplay their Colours when the Privileges of 
their Incorporations were violate, he would ſurel 

have done juſtice to the magiſtrates, in puniſhing theſe 
Crafts as a ſeditious rabble, and, with the power of 
the Queen's forces, reduced them to obedience, eſpe- 
cially the Deacons, by whole Authority the Lieges 
were convocate, who were priſoners within the King's 
garriſon : But it is remarkable, the the BANNER 
was diſplay'd in his own Preſence, as his Edict relates, 
he did not puniſh them for a Treſpaſs againſt Law, 
but was forc'd to have a recourſe to policy, to ſtop 
the effuſion of Chriſtian blood, by interpelling the 
Judges of Juſticiary from proceeding againſt them for 
their riot, in aſſaulting the Magiſtracy in their Court 


of Juſtice with weapons ; for doing of which they 


were certainly culpable, and therefore he_obliged 
them to find baill as to that. We muſt undoubtedly 
conclude, they juſtihed their Actings in diſplaying the 
BLANKET, otherwile there had — a law 

enacted, 
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enacted, prohibiting them from that practice for tlie 
future, under the pain of High Treaſon. 7 
Tho' the Crafts, and other Citizens of Edinburgh 
made a bold ſtand for the Glorious Retormation, 
(which was carried on in the reign of this beautiful, 
learned, but unfortunate lady, Qucen Mary, who te- 
naciouſly adhered to the intereſt of the Romith church) 
in a more tuinultuary way than in England, and o- 
ther reformed countries; yet they had a juſt ſenſe of 
their obedience: to Cæſar, and acted under the influ- 
ence of that chriſtian maxim, * © That it is the du- 
t of the people to pray for magiſtrates, to honour 
their perſons, pay them tribute, obey their lawful 
commands, to be ſubject to their authority for con- 
ſcience ſake; and that infidelity and difference in 
religion doth not make void the magiſtrates juſt and 
legal right, nor tree the people from due obedience 
to them.” So that their actions, during this reign, 
when turbulent factions were bandying one another, 
ſhowed a venerable decorum. And the queen was 
ſenlible..of their loyalty, as is evident from the pre- 
amble of a charter granted by her, and Henry her 
huſband, under the great-ſeal, to the provoſt, coun- 
cil, and communities of the ſaid burgh, and their ſuc- 
ceſſors, Of all and hail the ſuperiority of the vil- 
© lage of Leith, with the pertinents, and ſuperiority 
© of the inhabitants and indwellers of the ſamen, as 
© of the houſes, tenements, annualrents, links, or- 
© chards, profits, duties, ſervices, tenants, tenan- 
« dries, ſervices of free-tenants, &c.* As is at more 
length expreſs d in the faid infeftment, dated the 4th 
day of October 156 5, zud in the 1ſt and 23d years of 
their re gn. Whic£aÞeriority-of Leith, the magi- 
ſtrates of Edinburph, by a letter of reverſion, diſpo- 
ned back to the ſaid queen Mary, under reverſion of

rity of Leith was thereatter, by her fon aud ſucceſſor 


James VI, aſſigned to his beloved counſellor Sir John 


Maitland of Thirleſtan his chancellor and ſecretary, 
his heirs and aſſignies, dated the 7th-of July 1587, 
ratified and approven by the ſtates of parliament the 
29th day of the month, and year aforeſaid ; which 
reverſion is renounced by John lord Thirleſtan, fon 
and heir to the faid Sir John Maitland, with advice 
and couſent of Sir John Cockburn of Clarkingtoun his 
tutor-teſtamentor, in favours of the provoſt, baillies, 
council, deacons of crafts, and community of the 
{aid burgh of Edinburgh, as is at length contained in 
the ſaids letters of renunciation, ot date the 28th 
December 1607, and ratified by the ſaid John lord 
Thirleſtan, to the laids provoſt, baillics, council, 
deacons of crafts, and community of the ſaid burgh, 
the 24th of November 161 4. 
Tue loyal crafts of Edinburgh gave ſurpriſing evi- 
dences of their loyalty to their king, and gratitude 
tor the privileges of the Blue Blanket, during the long 
and peaceful reign of the firſt proteſtunt king of Scot- 
land, who with lcarning and eloquenco defended the. 
reformation againſt cardinal Robert Bellarmine, one 
of the ſtouteſt pillars of the Romiſh hierarchy, and: 
ſhowed how well he merited the royal title, Defender 
of the faith. 8 
Hut before I proceed to this reign, I muſt relate 
two remarkable paſſages relating to the Crafts, which 
I had almoſt omitted. * 
When faction and tumult poſſeſſed an abſolute and, 
unlimited ſway, during this queen's reigu, the loyalty 
of the Crafts was not at all diminiſhed : for when the 
queen had recourſe to arms, to oppoſe the earl of 
Murray and his aflociates, who, under pretence of 
bringing the earl of Bothwel, her huſband, to a fair 
trial, as acceſſory to the late king Henry's murder, 
had, aun 1567, raiſed an army againſt her, oe 
| made 
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made her priſoner at Carberry-hill : ſhe was brought 
to Edinburgh ; where, inſtead of allowing her the 
uſe of her palace, ſhe was ſhut up in the provolt's 
houſe. As ſhe entered the city, covercd with tears 
and duſt, and in a garb far below her birth and me- 
rit, and inſulted by the mob, who cried, © Burn the 
* whore, * Burn the parr*cide ;* this the bore with a 
fortitude of mind, becoming a chriſtian, and a queen: 
but next morning, when ſhe opened the window's, aud 
beheld not only ſtrong guards placed before the entry 
to the houſe, but a banner diſplayed on the ſtreet, on 


which was painted her dead huſband, king Henry, be- 


neath the ſhade of a tree, with the young priuce by 
his ſide, and the motto © Judge and revenge my caule, 
O LORD, the burſt into tears, and complained 
againſt the affronts ſhe received, begging the people 
to compaſſionate her, now become a captive, The 
honeſt Crafts, join'd with other loyal citizens, piere'd 
with pity to fee their ſovereign thus uſed, and an 
enſign aiſplaye, where the — n of the Blue Blan- 


ket uſed to be erected in the caule of loyalty, crowd- 


ed to the place, and compell'd the confpirators to re- 
{tore her to the palace of Holy-rood-houſe. 
I muſt indeed, as faithful — relate 
that, anno 1571, when the aſſociators againſt the 
queen held a parliament in the Canongate, the city 
of Edinburgh being poſſeſs d by the loyaliſts troops, 
the Crafts, who believed their religion to be in immi- 
nent danger, diſplayed the Blue Blanket (which, in 
antient tunes, they were in uſe to do for defence of 
religion) at the town of Leith, as Mr. Craword, 
Hiſtoriographer to queen Anne, relates-it, in his me- 
moirs of the affairs of Scotland, during the rezyn of 
queen Mary, P. 210. © the citizens who cither lik d 
not the queen, or the new magiſtrates, went off in 
a 4 4 an

I now proceed to the reign of king Jamrs VI. 
of Scotland, and I. of England. 

The city of Edinburgh gave the higheſt teſtimo- 
nes of their love and loyalty te their infant-ſovereign 
Hat they were capable of, and -oppoled the carl of 
Morton regent, who ruled the roaſt, and over-awed 
the young king's inclinations to mercy. Morton, to 
gain the affections of the citizens of Edinburgh, anno 
1579, cauſed ſummon a parliament to meet at Edin- 
burgh, and the king to leave —_— where former- 
ly parliaments were held. When his majefty, upon 


bis journey to the capital citx, came near the Weſt- 


port, he alighted from his horſe, and a ſtately cano- 
py of purple-coloured velvet being held over his head, 
he received the magiſtrates of the city, who came 
bare-headed all the way without the gate; within 
the gate ſtood Solomon, with a. numerous train in jew- 
iſh habits, with the two women contending tor the 
child, as is recorded 1 Kings itt. | 
As his majeſty aſcended the Weſt-bow, there hung 
down from the arch of the old port a large globe of 
poliſhed brais, out of which a little boy, cloathed 
like a Cupid, deſcended in a machine, and preſented 
him with the keys of the.city all made of maſſy ſil- 
ver, and very artificially wrought ; an excellent 
concert of mufick all the while accompanying the 
action. | "OY 
When he came don the high ſtreet as far as the 
tolbooth, Peace, Plenty and Juſtice met him, and 
harrangu'd him in Greek, Latin and Scottith langua- 
ges. Oppoſite to the great church ſtood Religion, 
who addreſſed him in the Hebrew tongue: Upon 
which he was pleaſcd to enter the church, where Mr.

Lawſon, a preſbyterian divine, made a learned Yi. 


courſe in behalf of theſe of the reformed religion. 

When his majeſty came out, Bacchus ſat mounted 
on a gilded hogſhead at the market-crols, diſtributipg 
wine in large bumpers, the trumpets. all the while 
ſounding, and the people crying, GOD fave the 
© king. At the eaſt gate was erected his majeſt v's 
nativity, and above that, the genealogies of all the 


Scots kings from Fergus I. All the windows were 


hung with pictures and rich tapeſtry, the ſtreets {trow- 


ed with flowers, and the cannon firing from the caſtle, 


till his majeſty reached his palace. | 

. Notwithſtanding all this pomp and ceremony,which 
exprels'd the love and reverence both clergy and laity 
bore-to his ſacred majeſty, there was a ſudden change 
of affairs. For, N. 

Preſbyterian government being eſtabliſhed in the 
church of Scotland, a9 1592, *. which, *tis prob- 
able, the wile king would not have altered, had not 
the Engliſh clergy influenced him to admit thoughts of 
reſtoring epiſcopacy ; which the Scots clergy perceiving 
{trove to oppoſe his purpoſe, and ſtrengthen their own 
intereſt. New. debates ariſing, grew to that height 
that, in the year 1596, ſome noblemen, barons, and 
miniſters being aſſembled at Edinburgh, and perceiu- 
ing, that the proceſs laid againſt Mr. David Black, 
who was proſecute before the privy-councit for ſediti- 
ous ſermons, as ſtirring the people up to rebellion, 


_ wrong'd the privileges of their eccleſiaſtick diſcipline, 


and withal, being diſpleaſed at the clemency ſhown 
to the popiſti lords, plotted reſentment. 

The king having diſſolved the commiſſion of the 
general aſſembly by his royal proclamation, .(a) de- 
claring it an unlawful convocation, the commiſſion 
f re. old d,

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xefolv'd, © That ſince they were conveened by Chriſt's 
« warrant to fee into the good of the church, t ne 
* quid eccleſia detrimenti caperet, they ſhould con- 
« 'tinue.* And ſent ſome of their number to the Oc- 
tavians, (that was the title commonly given to the 
eight counſellors that were truſted with the King's af- 
fürs) to advertiſe them of the church's troubles, pro- 
ceeding from their counſels, and thereafter petitioned 
the king himſelf, which was rejected, and a proteſta- 
tion entered againſt the refuſal ; but fome noblemen, 
with Mr. Robert Bruce, having procured accels to 
his majeſty, Mr. Robert ſaid, They were ſent by the 
neblemen and barons to bemoan the dangers threatned 
to religion, by the king's dealings againſl the true pro- 
feffors. What dangers do you diſcover ? ſaid the king. Un- 
dercommuning , 110 the other; our beſt affected people, 
that tender Religion, are diſcharg*'d the Town. The 
king ask'd, ho they were that durſt comveen againſt 
his proclamation © The lord Lindſay reply'd, They 
durſt do more than ſo, and that they would not ſuffor 
religion to be overthrown. Numbers of people were, 
by this time, thronging unmannerly into the room, 
whereupon the king, nat making any anſwer, aroſe, 
and went where the judges ſat, commanding the doors 
to be ſhut. They that were ſent to the king return- 
ing to the church, told, That they were not heard; 
and that therefore they were to think of ſome other 
courſe. No courſe, ſaid the lord Lindfay, but let us 
ſtay together who are here, to ſtand faſt to one anther, 
and advertiſe our friends and ſavourer of rel gion te 
come in to us For it ſhall be either theirs or ours. 
In conſequence of this concert, they pitched upon the 
lord Claud Hamilton to be their head, and diſpatched 
a jetter to him, ſigned by Mr. Robert Bruce, and 
Mr. Walter Balcanqual, to-come with diligence and 
accept the charge: But the fury of the multitude, - 
who attended that meeting, heated by the lord Lind- 
ſay's unhappy expreſſion, did net fuer them to wait 

5 upon 
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upon the general's coming, but preſently they leap'd 


to arms. Some cried; Bring out Haman, others 
cricd, The. fword of the L O R D and. of Gideon, the 
day ſhall be theirs or ours, And ſo great was the 
zeal of the unwary populace, that, taking their 
march, they went {treight- towards the tolbooth of 
of Edinburgh, where the king and his council were 
ſitting, and would have forc'd open the doors, which, 
upon the noiſe of the tumult, were ſhut, bad not his 
majeſty's ftandard-bearer, John Wat, deacon- con- 
veener of the trades, drawn up his lads, the ſoldiers 
of the BLUE BLanker, and kept the rabble back 
till their fever cool'd, and the earl of Mar, from the 
caſtle, ſent a company of muſqueteers to guard the 
king, which his lieutenant quickly brought down the 
coſtle- bank to the Graſs-market, and tron: thence 
march'd to the foot of Forreſters wind, and, enter- 
ing by the Back-ſtairs, came where the king was; 
then the king commanded to open the doors, and ad- 
vanced to the ſtreet. Upon notice whereof, Sir 
Alexander Home of North-berwick, provoſt ot Edin- 
burgh, with the crafts, convoy'd the king to his roy- 
al palace of Holy-rood-houſe ; from whence, next 
morning, he went to Linlithgow, where he ſwore, 
< Had it not been for the loyalty of the crafts, he 
would have burnt the town of Edinburgh, and 
«© ſalted it with ſalt.” —- | 

By the ſtedfaſt adherence of the crafts to their ſo- 
vereign, even when they did not approve of, but 
were ſorry for his actings, our capital city was pre- 
ſerved from deſtruftion, as, by their. behaviour after- 
wards, it flouriſhed in his favours. 

On the laſt of that month of December, the king 
eame to Leitli, and ſtaid there all night, giving or- 
ders for his entry into ſhe town of Edinburgh next 
morning, which he did, and called for the magiſtrates 

to hear what they had to fay for the late tumult ; 
which indeed was not .owing to them, ny to the

Sir Alexander Home, provoſt, Rodger M Math, 
George Todrick, Patrick Cochran, and Alexander 
Hunter, baillies, with a number of the town- council, 
falling down on their knees before the king, preſent- 
ed the following offers: Et 

That, for pacifying his majeſty's wrath, and ſa- 
© tisfying the lords of council, they - ſhould, 
their oath, purge themſelves of all knowledge, or 


©6 partaking in the ſaid tumult ; and, as they had al- 


ready made a diligent ſearch to find out the authors, 
© fo they ſhould not ceaſe, until they had brought 
© the trial to the outmoſt poiat: Or, if his majeſty 
and council ſhould think fit to take the examination, 
© they ſhould — reſign their places to ſuch as 
his bighneſs would appoint, and aſſiſt him accord- 
ing to their power: And, becauſe his majeſty had 
© taken that tumult to proceed from certain ſermons 
© preach'd by their miniſters, they ſhould be expelled 
the city, never to return, without his majeſty's 
« warrant.” Upon which, the king was reconciled 


to them. 


Thus the crafts behaved as loyally at this juncture 

as they did during the troubles occaſioned by the 

earl of Bothwel, when the king was affaulted in bis 

palace of Holy-rood-houſe, which obliged him to cry 
aloud from the windows, Treaſon, Treaſon. 

The report of the accident going to the city of E- 

- dinburgh, the citizens went to arms, and made to- 


wards the palace m_ the king relief, who ſhow'd 
"himſelf from a window to the —_ gave them 


© thanks for their readineſs, and deſired them to return 


& to 
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to their dwellings. As the citizens gave repeated in- 
ſtances of their valour and loyalty to the king, while 
he reſided amongſt us, fo, after his acceſſion to the 
throne. of England, and when he returned to his na- 
tive country Scotland, and made his entry into Edin- 
burgh, 16th of May 16: 7, joy appeared in every one 
of their countenances; they were ready to cry out 


in the words of Ben Johnſon's Magnetick Lady. ' 


Now let our longing eyes enjoy their feaſt, 

And fill of thee, our fair-thap'd: god-like man. 
Thou art a banquet unto all aur ſenſes; 

Thy form dotli teaſt our eyes, thy voice our ears, 
As if we felt it ductile thro our blood. 


This paſſionate love is gracefully expreſſed by the 
famous poet and orator, William Drummond of Ha- 
thornden, in his fpeech to the king, in name of the 
town of Edinburgh.

_ © tants of Edinburgh, the chief city and burgh of the 
ancient kingdom of Scotland, not only to himſelf 
© fince his happy acceſſion to the Kingdom, but alſo 
to his father of bleſſed memory, and his other moſt 
famous progenitors ; the particular and notable ex- 
« pre{ſions whereof, are contained in the ancient in- 
* feftments granted to them by his predeceſſors of 


eternal memory; which remains to poſterity, as ſigns | 


of their fidelity, and great and egregjous ſervices 
done and performed by them for the good and ho- 
nour of the kingdom: Therefore, confirmed, &c.“ 
And did grant to the magiſtrates of the ſaid town and 
ſucceſſors, the preſenting and nominating of miniſters, 
for ſerving the cures, in the haill churches built, or to 
be built within the ſaid town, with the right of pa- 
tronage of the faid haill kirks in all time coming.

that the meeting of the Deacons has been alſo long

exceptions. And finds, decerns and declares, That 
by-laws made by the incorporations for themſelves are 
of no force unleſs they are ratihed by the magiſtrates 
and council. But Finds, That the ſaid magiſtrates 
and council have no power to make by-laws, where- 
by the {aid Incorporations and their ſucceſſors can be 
bound to admit all ſuch perſons as ſhall requeſt the 
ſame, and ſhall appear to the magiſtrates and council 
to be well {I'd and qualify'd to occupy and practiſe 
in their Crafts, upon payment of ſuch valuable con- 
ſideration as-ſhould be rated and determined by tlie 
ſaid magiſtrates and council. And likewiſe Finds, 
That they have no power to controul the mauage- 


ment 
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ment of the ſeveral ſtocks belonging to the ſaid Incor- 
porations, or to make by-laws concerning the ſame. 
And this I give forth as my final Sentence and De- 
creet-Arbitral betwixt the ſaid parties; and Decerns 
and Ordains them to abide by, and fulfil the ſame 
each to other m all time coming. In witneſs where- 
of, I have ſubſcribed theſe Preſents, written on this 
and the preceeding' page by Henry Pujolas, my ſer- 
vant, at London the 12th Jay of March 1729-30, 
before theſe witneſſes, Richard Lancaſhire, and the 
above-ſaid Henry Pujolas, my ſervants.
